1 In light of the documents cited in the international search report, it is considered that the 
invention as defined in the independent claims which have been the subject of the 
international search report meets the criteria Mentioned in Article 33(1) PCT, i.e. appears 
to be novel, to Involve an inventive step and to be industrially applicable. 

1.1 Especially, document D4 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this 
document) a method of controlling at least one production device for producing a show 
(abstract, figure 2,-82", page 7, line 13 - page 8, line 1 , page 8, lines 1-8, "macro event 
in a mndown list" and "muttiple rundowns may be stored", page 8, lines 2-6, figure 2, "82:
